States : Their governours were ſuch as were 
borne within the 17. Provinces, no ſtrangers. 
Theſe were anciently the Clergie, the Nobility, 
and the Deputics of the Provinces, and of good 


ſemblies, Thele ſo meeting made lawesand or- 
ders whereby that State was governed. The De- 


putics were {ent to thegenerall Afſemolics, by |. 
the 
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the Suffrages of the people, and vpan caule they | 
wcrg recalicd by the people, ng other ſent in| 
their roomes.. T-his manner of governcinent, 

{omeof the Dukes of Burgunay, and lome others 
diſliked, as giving too much power to the peo- 
ple, andco little ro their Dukes : and therefore 
labourc d to change it, but could nor. Charles the 
fft Emperour would gladly haue changed their 
governcment, but when he {aw that it could nor; 
be done without the commotion of the whole 
State, he Icft 1t vndone. Ptilip 2: Anno 1549. 
[uly 8, tooke his oath, which he made and re-| 
nucd againc Anno $555. 10 keepe, maiaraine, | 
and prelerue, theſe Countries in their ancient | 
rights, priviledges, and cultgmes, without brea-| 
king them or {uftering them ro bc broken, In a- |: 
ny tort or manner, But when the Duke D* Alva | 
was governour there vnder thE King, he prattis | 
led the contrary, and profeſſed that the King 
was not to governe them, as his ancient inhert- 
trance, but as vpon anew conquelt, making what | 
lawecs he would, and ſetting whar governement 
beſt picaled him.
